DRo KENNETH MOSS (chemistry) has been awarded a 
grant of $5,700 by the Research Corporation, a 
UoS. foundation concerned with scientific research, 
to aid a project entitled "NMR Studies of Transi¬ 
tion Metal-Fluoro Complexes in Anhydrous Hydrogen 
Fluoride." Dr. Moss has been conducting research 
on the hydrogen fluorides by nuclear spectrometry, 
a means of studying minute components of these 
substances.
